is the number of papers under such 
control and open to such dictation. 

So far, however, as the weekly 
newspapers of Western Canada are 
concerned, the charge of a lack of 
independence cannot be successfully 
maintained against them, Rather, it 
can be said without fear of sticcessful 
contradiction that of all the institu- 
tions in this Western country there 
is not one mofe free from outside in- 
terference, dictation or control, eith- 
er by party politicians, financial in- 
terests, railways or othér corpora- 
tions, than the weekly newspapers of 
the Prairie Provinces of Canada. 

Western weekly papers:are, in the 
vast majority of cases, the personal 
property of the men who are actually 
directing and managing them, and ia 
those few cases where they are own- 
ed by joint stock companies -the 
sharcholders are men of substance 
and standing in the community in 
which these papers are published and 
among whose people they are circu- 
lated and by whom they are read. 

These weekly papers are the real 
and truce mirrors of the life of their 
respective communities; they cxist to 
serve the people of the community; 
they are, almost without . exception, 
found ever ready to advatice the in- 
terests of the community and ‘promote 
the true welfare of its people. They 
have vicws on public questions, of- 
course, and they would not be worth 
much if they did not, but they are 
subject to no party dictation or con- 
trol, Their views are the honest 
views of the men who own and per- 
sonally control them and whose in- 
terests are wrapped up with the _in- 
terests of the community they seek to 
serve, R 

Vor real independence the weckly 
newspapers of Western Canada-stand 
without a peer. Many of them make 
great sacrifices in the interests of 
their home districts by -refusing qd- 
vertising*designed to draw business 
away to other and larger centres. 
They are ever ready ‘to give a help- 
ing hand to every worthy cause cal- 
culated to advance the interests _ of 
their commutity. For these, if for no 
ther reasons, the weekly papers are 
deserving of the unstinted and united 
support ofthe people of their respec- 
tive communities. In subscribing for, 
and in every possible way supporting 
the “home weekly,” people are but 
assisting to build up and maintain an 
agency which can and does render in- 
calculable public, service, 

To the reader of this paper, there- 
fore, we would say: Do not run 
down your own paper; do not un- 
fairly contrast it with larger papers 
elsewhere; rather support and  en- 
courage it and thus enableit to im- 
prove and develop until others will 
point to it as a model, and its power 
to benefit the community—your own 
community—be largely increased. 


FOR NEARLY HALF A CENTURY

In some quarters, and among a 
certain class of Canadians given to 
very superficial thinking, it has be- 
come a popular pastime to decry the 
newspaper press of this Dominion 
and to characterize it as dishonest, 
venial and corrupt and its indepen- 
dence a joke. It is stated with tire- 
some reiteration by these critics that 
the newspapers of Canada are cither 
under the thumb of self-seeking poli- 
ticians, or are the property of special 
interests and combines whose  pur- 
poses they exist to serve, or that 
they are at the mercy of their chief 
advertisers; consequently, - that the} 
newspapers of Canada are biased 
against the public good, that free ex- 
pression of opinion is stifled, that 
even the news columns are “doctor- 
ed,” items of news being published 
or suppressed according as the per- 
sonal or political interests of the real 
masters of these papers dictate, As 
for the editorial views advanced by 
“the newspapers of this Dominion, 
these critics declare they are regard- 
ed with suspicion by the-people and 
carry little weight. 

Qne of the most tecent-tirades of 
this character is to be found in the 
editorial columns of an. advertising 
supplement, which is, contrary to the 
postal laws of Canada, being inserted 
in a number of Western weekly 
papers. This advertising supplement 
is not printed by these weekly papers, 
It is issued by an advertising agency 
in Regina, and the weckly papers us- 
ing it are merely paid a nominal sum 
io incorporate it with their regular 
editions and thus give circulation to 
the advertisements of Regina  busi- 
ness concerns and draw trade to that 
city and away from the smaller 
towns and villages of the West.

Lloyd George Says German 
Armies Are Still Powerful 


o—~——- 


London, -- Demobilization deiion- 
atrations have been repeated at the 
war office and some of the country 
camps, Gen. Robertson, commander 
of the forces, again received a depu- 
tation and promised the men the ful- 
lest investigation of their grievances. 

An appeal was issued on behalf of 
the premier, saying Lloyd George 
was giving his personal attention to 
the mattcr and urging that, as_ the 
German armies still were powerful, it 


was necessary for Great Britain to 
maintain a strong army during the 
peace negotiations, 

The men were urged to submit -pa- 


tiently to the inevitable iniquities and 
hardships. ‘They were reminded that 
discipline was imperative and that the 
present course of the soldicrs would 
delay and not advance demobilization. 
The following is the text of the 
ficial statement issued regarding 
mobilization: ‘

“The prime minister has been giv- 
ing careful personal attention to the 
speed at which the demobilization of 


the army is being maintained. Ile 
considers that his first duty is to 
make sure that the fruits of victory 
which have been won by the sacri- 


fice of so many lives and by so many 
brave deeds are not jeopardized by 
any apparent weakness on the part of 
Great Britain during the critical 
months of the peace negotiations. 

“For this purpose it is imperative 
that we should maintain a strong 
army on the Rhine, and, of course, 
necessary services bchind the front, 
both in France and at home. 

“Although the fighting has stop- 
ped, the war is not over. The Ger- 
man armies have not been demobiliz- 
ed and are still very powerful. No 
one can tell what the Germans will 
do, nor whether they will agree to the 
terms of peace and reparation which 
we seck to impose upon them: Impa- 
tience now might lose, in a few 
weeks, all it has taken years of hero 
ism and sacrifice to gain. 

“During the next few months we 
must be strong and united in order 
that a firm settlement may be miade 
with the enemy and that our country 
May exert its proper influence among 
other nationS at the peace confer- 
ence,” 


West Will Fill Part of Order 


Great Britain Buys Lumber Valued 
at Forty Million 

London. — As the outcome of ne- 
gotiations carried on by the Canadian 
trade commission for the past month, 
the timber controller of Great Britain 
will purchase in Canada half a mil- 
lion standards of lumber, equivalent 
in the Dominion to  1,000,000,000 
square feet. 

The lumber, which is to be of all 
grades, will be bought under the di- 
rection of the lumber controller 
through British brokerage houses and 
the Canadian timber agents in Lon- 
don, who will deal direct with the 
Canadian lumber producers. 

It is understood that every Cana- 
dian producer who is registered on 
the lists of the trade board at Ottawa 
will be given an equal opportunity to 
sell, 

There is also to be an allocation 
of purchases upon a territorial basis, 
thus ensuring a fair proportion of 
purchases to Western Canada, 

All the British Columbia lumber- 
men are represented here by L.~C. 
Beale, timber commissioner for’ the 
province, who is attached to the staff 
of F. C. Wade, agent-general for the 
province in Great Britain, and he will 
deal directly with the lumber control- 
ler, 

This lumber is to be bought within 
the next twelve months. It will rep- 
resent a total transaction in money 
value of about $40,000,000,

expectations, - Here, in large white- 
tiled rooms, was evorything, really 
everything, one can possibly conccive 
in the way of food. 

“No, I must correct myscli. One 
cannot conceive that after four years 
of war such enormous quantities of 
food could be stored. Preserved 
meat in great cans, white flour in 
sacks piled up to the high ccilings, 
thousands of eggs, gigantic basins of 
lard, coffee, tea, chocolate, jeHies 
and preserves of every kind arranged 
in apparently endless rows..

Berlin, — Polish troops have occu- 
pied the railway station at Chrosch- 
nik, four miles from Bentschen and 
hiave sent an ultimatum to the Ger- 
man commander in the latter place, 
demanding that he sufrender. The 
demand has been refused and the 
Germans will defend Bentschen at all 
costs, according to the Tagceblatt, 
“Bentschen is a town near 
boundary between the provinces 
Posen and Bradenburg.
